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$50,000 Civil Suit Dismissed
An attempt by Lloyd "Hap" 

Pick, formerly employed at 
Mor-Glo Paints in Torrance, to 
file a $50,000 civil damage suit 
against his former employer, 
Herb Gleicke, was thrown out 
of court last Thursday, accord­ 
ing to Inglewood Superior Court 
officials.

The intended suit arose out 
of Pick's complaint that he was 
twice arrested on the same 
charge (allegedly forging a

check and then allegedly steal­ 
ing the money covered by the 
check).

Pick was found innocent of 
the forgery pharge In 1954 on 
the basis that he had permission 
from the customer to sign the 
check. A follow-up petty theft 
charge for the amount of the 
check was dropped.

baugh last week. Gleicke's 
counter-suit for $2000 for al­ 
leged inventory shortages and 
money due was also dropped.
